providing graphical selection of a plurality of options of the 
consumer item with an interactive environment at the remote location; 

overlaying selected options on the consumer item; and 
graphically updating the consumer item automatically at the 
remote location in response to th)f selected options to reflect 
incorporation of the selected optic

13. A display dei>jce having rendered thereon data and 
hformation for ordering a consumer item, the display device comprising:

an options window providing a graphical selection of 
options of the consumer item; 

an interactive mbdule allowing a user to add an 
option by overlaying the option on the consumer item; and 

an update module wherein the options are updated 
automatically in response to an option \election.

18. The display ddvicendRTciaim 13, wherein the user interface 
further comprises an interactive attributes and data display window that 
provides current attribu^s and data information about the consumer 
item. 



19. The disf^play device of claim 18, wherein the current 
attributes and dat§f information is updated by the update module. 

20. An ordering system for ordering a consumer item from a 
mote location, comprising: 

a user interface at tPie remote location that provides a 
graphical selection of options of this consumer item and allows adding 
an option by overlaying the option ori the consumer item; and 

an update module that pravides automatic updating of the 
consumer item with consumer item infonqiation in response to the 
adding of the options.
